— but who is to say these can't 
emerge once again? 

Sweden were lucky to draw 
the easiest of all European quali- 
fying groups, facing only 
Switzerland and Norway. _ 

Since then, they have been 
able to gather together their best 
feam only on rare occasions 
because many of their best men 
appear for foreign clubs. 

There is Hellstroem 
(Kaisersiautern), Larsson 
“ (Schalke), Borg (Braunschweig), 
Torstensson (FC Zurich), Wendt 
(Kaiserslautern) and. Edstroem 
(Eindhoven). 

At stopper they are likely to 
use Nordqvist, 83, who has 
gained 105 caps so far while 
midfield experience will come 
from the extremely tall, lean but 
menacing Tapper, FF Malmo's 
star who already starred for them 
in 1974. 

The Swedes prefer to play a 
simple, direct and forceful game 
— more on the Scottish model 
than the Continental. 

This is how they whacked the 
Germans 3-1 last month with 


= their moves built with one or two ~ 


long, accurate passes against 
the embroidered Germans. 
‘Physically they are usually 
superior to all their opponents; 
tall, rangy, strong and well built, 
‘more like lumberjacks than 
ballerinas — who may even look 
awkward but are effective. 
Any team that sells them 
, cheap will get a sharp shock in 
the World Cup. 


Their recent 3-1 win over 
West Germany in Stockholm pro- ~ 


ves that the Swedes have once 
again prepared well and 
thoroughly for the World Cup. 

To sum up: Brazil’s qualifica- 
tion from this group can't really 
be disputed; they should go 
through undefeated, perhaps 
without dropping a point. 

But the battle for the second 


spot will be keen. The speedy 


Spaniards and the‘tough Swedes 
may decide the issue between 
themselves, our hunch favoring 
the Swedes. :
